Sbction  1.  Any  member  who  knows  abrotffiNr: 
lo  have  violated  Article  3,  and  neglects  to  prefor ' 
the  charge  and  specify  the  oiTence  to  the  Division 
within  three  weeks  after  the  violation  shall  hav* 
come  to  his  knowledge,  shnll  be  fined  five  shillings;. 

Section  2.  The  charge  for  violation  of  Arti^l». 
1^  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  duly  signed,  wlieik 
it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers, who  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  summo)i 
the  parties,  and  investigate  the  matt?ir. 

Section  3.  The  committee  shall  organize  hy- 
appointing  a  Chairman  and  Secietary.  The  Se* 
crelary  shall  make  a  correct  record  of  the  proceed^ 
ings,  with  such  testimony  as  may  be  presented, 
which  record  shall  be  produced  to  the  Divisionpa 
the  call  of  any  member  after  the  committee  }mf% 
reported. 

Section  4.  If  the  committee  agree  that  tR© 
eharge  is  sustained,  they  shall  report  the  fact  to 
the  Division,  by  resolution,  with  a  second  resofn-' 
tion  to  the  effect  that  the  brothei'  be  reinstated  or 
•xpelled,  as  the  case  may  be — which  report  and 
resolutions  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  one  week| 
and  the  offending  brother  shall  be  notified  of  the 
eharacter  of  the  resolutions,  by  the  R.  S^,  and  re- 
quested to  be  present  at  tbe  time  apppinted  tor 
•onsidering  the  same,  a  defence. 

Section  5.  If  the  committee  agree  that  tBo 
charge  is  not  sustained,  they  shall  report  a  rtsolu- 
with  a  view* of  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  mako- 
lion  to  that  effect,  and  if  the  resolution  Im  adopt«d« 
ih^  charge  shall  bo  dismissed. 
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Section  6.  When  the  committee  report  the 
charge  sustained,  and  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  a  regular  meeting  ballot  in  favour 
thereof,  the  offending  person  shall  forfeit  hia 
membership,  and  the  W.  P.  shall  direct  his  name 
to  he  erased  from  the  Constitution.  If  a  majority 
of  the  Division  vote  in  opposition  to  the  resolution, 
nil  further  proceedings  shall  be  stayed,  subject  lo 
• appeaU 

Sectioit  7.  If  two-thirds,  of  those  voting,  aro 
in  favor  of  reinstating  a  member  who  had  been 
found  guilty  of  violating  Article  2,  he  shall  be  re- 
stored to  membership  by  re-signing  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  paying  for  the  first  offence,  five  shillings, 
and  for  the  second  offence,  ten  shillings,  which 
shall  be  paid  to  the  P.  S.  by  the  meeting  suc- 
c'iodinff  the  vote,  or  the  member  to  stand  sus- 
pended  till  the  fine  bo  paid.  The  power  to  rein- 
Mtate,  however,  shall  not  extend  qver  the  term  of 
ope  month  from  the  time  the  offence  was  proven. 

Section  8.  When  the  Division  vote  in  favor  of 
reinstatement,  and  the  member  neglects  to  como 
forward  to*- sign  the  Constitution  for  one  month 
thereafter,  ho  may  be  declared  expelled  by  a 
two-third  vote. 

Section  9,  If  a  Division  refuse  to  reinstate  the 
member,  he  shall  be  declared  expelled  by  the  VV. 
P.  and  the  B.  S.  shall  give  the  usual  notic^. 

Section  10.  A  member  convicte«J  for  the  third 
time  of  haying  violated  Article  2,  shall  loose  thO 
privilege  of  I'einstatcment,  and  shall  be  declared 
expelled  ;  and  the  R.  S.  shall  give  the  usual 
notice. 

Section  11.  If  a  brother  come  forward  and  ac- 
knowledge that  he  has  violated  Article  2,  (except

ARTICLE  111. 

FEES     AND     DUES. 

Section  1.  The  ifiitiatiou  fees  of  this  Division, 
shall  be  ten  shillings. 

Section  2.  The  regular  dues  to  this  Division 
shall  be  one  shilling  and  six  pence  per  month, 
payable  on  the  last  Friday  of  each  month,  and  no 
brother  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  quarterly 
pass  word  until  he  is  clear  of  the  books  of  the 
F.  S. ;  provided  that  any  member  may  pay  any 
number  of  months  in  advance.  Any  member 
initialed  during  the  month,  and  previous  to  the 
night  when  the  monthly  dues  are  to  be  paid,  shall 
be  required  to  pay  the  dues  for  the  month  in  which 
he  became  a  member. 
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Section  3.  Non-benefit  members  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  more  than  six  months  dues  in  any 
one  year,  commencing  with  the  adoption  of  this* 
Bye-Law. 

ARTICLE   IV, 

DUTY  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  junior  P. 
W.  P.  of  this  Division,  to  act  in  the  capacity  of 
P.  VV.  P. ,  and  to  perform  ail  the  duties  appertaining 

to  that  oiBce. 

Sectio!!  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  VV.  1 ., 
Oft  the  night  of  his  installation,  to  appoint  a  Chaplain 
for  the  quarter,  to  name  three  brothers,  who,  with 
himself,  the  W.  A.,  A.  R.  S.  and  T.  shall  consti- 
tiite  a  visiting  committee  ;  also,  three  brothers  who 
shall  constitute  a  committee  of  Finance  and  Audit, 
and  three  for  a  committee  of  Investigation  on  the 
names  proposed  for  membership. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  sickness  of  a  brother, 
tho  \V.  P.  shall  appoint,  in  rotation,  two  members 
to  act  as  watchers  over  the  sick  brother,  who 
shall  attend  to  such  duty,  or  provide  a  substitute, 
(sinless  ex:used  bv  the  Division,)  under  a  penalty 
of  five  shillinj^s;  provided  always,  that  the  disease 
be  not  contagious,  infectious  or  dangerous  to  others, 
in  which  case  the  committee  shall,  if  necessary, 
tunploy  a  nurse  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the 

Division. 

Si-cTio.v  4.  It  shall  be  the  imperative  duty  of 
the  VV.  P.  to  enforce  the  penalties  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Bye-Laws  in  every  instance,  and  on 
every  brother  who  renders  himself  liable  lo  them, 
unless  he  shall  be  e.v-used  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 

the  Division. 
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Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  P.» 
to  withhold  initiation  from  any  person  who  may> 
after  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  previous  to 
his  appearing  for  initiation,  be  found  guilty  of  aoy 
act,  not  in  accordance  with  Article  5,  Section  *2^ 
of  the  Constitution,  provided  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  are  of  the  opinion  that  sucli 
person  should  not  be  initiated. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  R.  S.,  to 
record  in  the  Black  Book  the  names,  occupationp, 
and  residences  of  all  persons  rejected,  suspended, 
or  expelled  from  this  Division,  with  the  causes  of 
rejection,  suspension,  or  expulsi;on,  and  also  tho 
names,  &c.,  of  parties  reported  from  other  Divisions 
as  rejected,  suspended,  or  expelled. 

Section  7.  Upon  tl^  election  of  any  person  as 
member  of  this  Division,  the  R.  S.  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the 
individual  so  elected,  and  such  election  shall  stand 
^ood  for  six  weeks  and  no  longer,  unless  the  can- 
didate is  unavoidably  absent  from  town,  or  disiibled 
by  sickness. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  R.  S..,  to 
furnish  the  Chairman  of  evei-y  cominktee  ap- 
pointed by  tbe  Division  with  an  attested  extract 
from  the  'minuter  of  the  Division,  shawing  their 
authority  for  acting  in  the  matter. 

Section  9..  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  th«  R.  S.  to 
pixifer  charges  against  Brethren  for  a  violation  of 
the  Constitution  or  Bye-Laws,  on  such  fact  being 
communicated  to  the  VV.  P.  in  open  Divis.on. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ^he  F.  S.,  ta 
rocMv»;  rhe  bond^  oi  the  T.,  and  hold  the  sanaOi 
\:\  t;'jb;  for  the  Division. 
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Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  F.  S.,to 
prefer  a  charge  against  such  brothers  as  neglect  to 
pay  their  dues  for  twelve  months,  which  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  five  for  investigation. 

Seci  ion  12.  It  shall  ^e  the  duty  of  the  t .  b.  on 
the  evening  of  election,  for  any  officer  or  officers 
to  furnish  the  W.  P.  presiding  with  the  names  ot 
all  members  eligible  to  vote. 

Section  13.  The  T.,  prior  to  his  installation  m 
office,  (if  required  by  the  Division)  shall  give  a 
joint  and  several  bond  to  the  Division  in  the  suni 
of  thirty  pounds,  with  two  sureties  to  be  approved 
of  by  the  Division,  for  the  faithf-ul  performance  ot 

his  duties  as  T.  ,    „    ,        •     ♦iw. 

Section  14.  The  Conductor  shall  place  in  the 
Division  room,  before  the  Division  opens,  a  sut- 
ficient  number  of  Regalia  to  accominodate  the 
brethren.  He  shall  also  keep  at  all  times.  Re- 
galia clean  and  in  good  order,  corresponding  wi  li 
the  number  of  the  members  to  be  used  ut  t  uncn^ls 
and  other  special  occasions. 

ARTICLE  V, 

DUTY    OF    MEM3ERS. 

Section  I.  Every  member,  on  beipg  initiated, 

■  shall  sign  the  Constitution  and  Bye-Laws  oi  tlie 

division,  and  thereby  agree  to  support  the  same 

as  long  as  he  remains  a  member.      He  shall  also 

furnish  the  F.  S.  with  his  place  of  residence. 

Section  2.  When  a  person  has  been  proposed 
for  membership,  the  fact  that  such  a  proposition 
has  been  made  shall  not  be  mentioned  by  any 
brother  to  any  person  who  is  not  a  member  ot  tho 
Order,  until  a  decision  shall  have  been  had  on  th« 
proposition,  and  not  then  unless  such  decision  be 
favourable, 
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Section  3.  It  is  particularly  enjoined  thfi*  tho 
members  of  tho  D'vision  treat  each  other  with 
c<>urtc8y  and  resnec  that  all  discussions  be  con- 
iAucJed  in  the  spirit  ofcandour  and  moderation,  and 
that  all  personal  allusions  or  sarcastic  language, 
by  which  a  brother  may  be  injured,  be  carefully 
avoided,  that  in  Love,  Purity  and  Fidelity,  we  may 
cherish  aod  preserve  tho  most  prominent  objcctsi 
6f  our  Order — Temperance  and  Benevolence. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sbction  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tl»e  visiting 
committee  to  visit  their  brothers  reported  sick, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  such  in^ 
formation,  and  if  they  be  entitled  to  benefits,  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Division,  and  the  Com^ 
mittee  shall  continue  to  render  them  such  benefits 
as  the  Conptitution  and  Bye-Laws  require,  under  a 
peuaJty  of  five  shillings,  for  each  and  every  neglect. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  investi- 
gating committee  to  receive  the  propositions  fur 
memlicrship,  and  if  not  personally  acquainted  with 
the  candidates,  they  shall  call  upua  ti.e  icfcrfos 
and  ascertain  their  character  and  h  ^IfS  •.  d  maka 
ti»eir  reports  weekly  to  the  Division,  they  shall  have 
access  to  tho  Black  Book,  and  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  the  matters  therein  recorded.

4,ouii:s  presented  to  the  Division,  and  report  aj| 
<!arly  as  is  practicable  ;  they  shall  audit  the  ac- 
<;ounts  of  tl^e  F.  S.  and  T.,  and  report  at  the  nc.\t 
r»'i5'ilar  meeting  after  their  appointment. 
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Skction  4-.  All  colli   littccB,  appointed  for  spociai 
piifposes,  sluill  report  their  doings  iii  writing  to 
x\\ii  Division,  signed  by  u  inujority,  and  no  parsOn 
♦hail    be  appointed  chairman  of  urty  ciommittc^ 
;nalesH  ho  be  present  at  th(5  lime  ot*  a|)pointmont. 
Shi  TioN  f).  The    VV.  P.  shall  bo  chaipman  of 
niiv  eoniulittee  on  which  he  may  bo  required  to  act. 
Skction  6.  If  a  vacancy    occur  in  any  cm- 
mittee,  the  same  shall  bo  flllod  ut  the  next  meet- 
ing of  iho  Division. 

ARTICLE  Vll. 

BENEFITS. 

Section  1.  No  member  shall  be  entitled  t)  be- 
nefits until  he  shall  have  been  a  member  oi  this 
Division  one  year,  nor  then,  if  he  shall  be  !•  und 
to  bo  more  than  three  shininji;s  in  arrears  to  the 
Division.  Nor  shall  the  payment  of  such  arrears, 
after  the  commencement  of  his  sickness  or  disabi- 
lity, be  allowed  to  operate  against  the  action  of 

this  rule. 

SECTION  3.  No  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  1  e- 
nefits  for  more  than  six  months  in  any  one  year, 
nor  shall  a  brother  be  considered  as  bonoficial  wl  o 
is  absent  from  the  Province  two  months  prior  i  i 
the  commencement  of  his  aiokness  or  disability. 

Suction  3.  No  brother  who  shall  be  fouml 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  Article  2  of  tho  Constitution 
shalThe  entitled  to  benefits  until  the  expiration  of 
twelve  montlis  fi'om  the  timo  of  his  re-signing  the 

Constitution, 

Skction  4.  Every  bona  fide  member,  who  shall 
b(i  qualified  as  reqmred  by  the  Constitution  and 
Hve-LawH  of  this  Division,  shall,  in  case  of  sick- 
Witis   or  disability,   bo  entitled    to,   nnd    receive 
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weekly,  the  sum  of  fifteen  shillings,  except  it  be 
shown  that  such  sickness  or  disability  be  brought 
on  by  his  own  improper  conduct. 

Section  5.  Residence  at  a  distance  shall  not 
disqualify  a  brother  for  receiving  benefits,  provided 
he  is  not  otherwise  disqualified.  It  shall  be  ne* 
cessary  for  a  brother  so  circumstanced,  to  send  ^ 
to  the  W.  P*  a  true  statement  of  his  case,  certi« 
fied  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peade,  Or  a  respectable 
Physician  and  an  official  document  from  th<3  W» 
P.  of  a  Division  of  our  Order,  if  there  is  one  in 
the  locality  of  the  residence  of  the  brother,  if 
deemed  satisfactory,  the  benefits  shall  be  for- 
warded as  the  Division  may  direct. 

Section  6.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  brother 
entitled  to  benefits,  the  sum  of  seven  pounds  ten 
shillings,  shall  be  appropriated  as  a  funeral  benefit, 
and  on  the  death  of  the  wife  of  a  brother,  also 
beneficial,  the  sum  of  three  pounds  fifteen  shillings 
as  a  funeral  benefit. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PENALTIES. 

Section  1.  Every  elected  officer,  who  shall  ab- 
sent himself  from  the  Division  at  the  time  of  its 
opening,  shall  be  suhject  to  and  pay  a  fine  of  one 
shilling  and  three  pence,  unless  excused  by  the 
Division.  Should  either  the  R.  or  F.  S.  fiiil  to 
have  their  books  in  the  Division  at  the  opening  of 
the  same,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  two  shillings  and  six  pence.  Should  the  officers, 
when  duly  notified,  fail  to  attend  any  special 
meeting  when  convene  1  by  the  W.  P.,  they  shall 
be  suhiecL  to  the  same  fines  and  penaliios  as  of 
regular  meetings.

Section  5.  Any  brother  receiving  benefits  from 
this  Division  who  maybe  found  imposing  thereon, 
by  feigning  sickness  or  disability,  shall  be  expelled. 
Section  6.  Any  brother  who  shall,  in  the  Di- 
vision, make  use  of  any  improper  language,  or  re^ 
fuse  to  obey  the  commands  of  the  W.  P.,  when 
called  to  order,  or  use  disrespectful  expressions, 
towards  the  officers  or  members  of  the  Division, 
shall   be  subject  to    a  fine  not  exceeding   five 

shillings. 

Section  7.  Any  brother  who  shall  be  guilty  ot

DITTIES  AND  PRIVILEGES  OP  W.  P. 

Role  2.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  W.  P.  to 
preserve  order,  and  to  endeavour  to  conduct  all 
business  before  the  Division  to  a  speedy  gmd  pro- 
per result. 

Rule  3.  He  shall  state  every  question  properly 
presented  to  the  Division  ;  and  before  putting  it  lo 
vote,  he  shall  ask,  "  Is  the  Division  ready  for  the 
question  ?"

Rule  5.  He  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in 
preferencetoothermembersof  the  Division,  rising 
from  hia  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  ta  xt^ 
Division  by  any  two  members,  which  appeal  shall 
always  be  in  writing.

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Rule  6.  When  an  appeal  is  made  from  th« 
decision  of  the  W.  P.,  he  shall  put  the  question 
thus — Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sustained? 

Rule  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer,  and  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the 
Division,  to  call  a  member  to  order  who  violates 
an  establisl  oi  Rule  of  Order. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule  8.  A  motion  must  be  seconded^  and 
afterwards  repeated  from  the  Chair,  or  read  aloud 
before  it  is  debated.  A  motion  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing  if  any  brother  require  it. 

Rule  9.  All  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing. 

Rule  10*  Any  brother  having  made  a  motion 
may  withdraw  it,  with  leave  of  his  second,  before 
it  is  debated,  but  not  afterwards  without  leave  of 
the  Division. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment, 
shall  be  in  order,  but  to  amend  au  amendment 
to  an  amendment  shall  not  be  entertained. 

Rule  12.  An  amendment  destroying  or  alter- 
ing the  intention  of  a  motion  shall  be  in  order,  but 
an  amendment  relating  to  a  different  subject  shall 
not  be  in  order. 

Rule  13.  On  an  amendment  to  "  strike  out  and 
insert,"  the  paragraph  to  be  amended  shall  first  be 
read  as  it  stands,  then  the  words  proposed  to  be 
struck  out  and  those  to  be  inserted,  and  finally  the 
paragraph  as  it  would  stand  if  so  amended. 

Rule  14.  On  the  call  for  the  Division  of  the 
question,  the  majority  shall  decide.  The  call  can 
only  be  granted  when  the  Division  called  for  will 
leave  distinct  and  entire  propositions.

RULES  OF  ORDEB  OF 


Rule  27.  A  motion  to  adjourn  simply,  cannot 
be  amended,  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  a  given 
time  may  be,  and  is  open  to  debate. 

QUJISTIONS  NOT  DEBATEABLE. 

Rule  28.  1st,  A  motion  to  adjourn,  when  to  ad- 
journ  simply.  2nd,  a  motion  to  lie  on  the  table 
when  claiming  privilege  over  another  motion. 
3rd,  a  motion  for  the  previous  question.  4th,  a 
motion  to  reconsider.  5th,  a  motion  to  read  n 
paper.  6th,  a  motion  to  take  up  particular  items 
of  business.  7th,  questions  of  order  whilst  the 
previous  question  is  pending.  8lh,  questions  of 
order  when  not  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
W.  P.  or  not  submitted  by  him  f  the  Division. 

READING    OF   PAPERS. 

Rule  29.  The  reading  of  any  paper  called  for, 
relating  to  the  subject  under  debate,  shall  always 
be  in  order. 

TAKING  THE  VOTE. 

Rule  30.  When  the  presiding  officer  has  com* 
menced  taking  a  vote,  no  further  debate  of  re- 
mark shall  be  admitted,  unless  a  mistake  has  been 
made ;  in  which  case  the  mistake  shall  be  rectified, 
and  the  presiding  officer  shall  recommence  taking 

the  vote. 

Rule  31.  When  the  decision  of  any  question 
is  doubted,  the  presiding  officer  shall  direct  the 
Conductor  to  count  the  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
and  negative,  and  report  the  same  to  him. 

Rule  32.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question 
before  the  Division,  may  be  called  for  by  two 
ifnembers,  and  upon  the  assent  of  one-third  of  the 
members  present,  sbc^ll  be  tnkOQ. 
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feuLE  33.  In  taking  the  yeas  land  nays,  the  F.  S 
shall  call  the  roll,  and  the  R.  S.  record  the  yeas 
and  nays.;  after  the  roll  is  called,  the  result  shall 
be  redd  aloud  to  rectify  mistakes,  if  any,  after 
Which  i\\t  R.  S.  shall  hand  the  vote  to  the  W.  P;^ 
who  shall  announce  the  sartie. 

Rule  34»  In  voting  by  yeas  and  nays,  all  pi-is- 
sent  in  regular  standing  in  the  Division  mu^t 
vote,  unless  excused  by  the  Division,  but  no  mem- 
ber shall  vote  who  was  not  in  the  room  at  the  time 
the  question  was  put.  A  motion  to  excuse  shall 
he  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  35.  Non-benefit  members  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  have  a  voice  or  vote  on  money  quet- 
tions  before  the  Division. 

Rule  36.  The  O.  S.  in  ordinary  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  take  part  in  debate,  or  vote  on  any 
question  before  the  Division,  provided  however, 
that  with  the  permission  of  the  Division  a  Brother 
may  voluntarially  discharge  the  duties  of  the  O.  3. 
and  permit  said  officer  to  be  in  Division  room 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Division. 

FILLING  BLANKS. 

Rule  37.  When  any  blank  is  to  be  filled,  by 
the  names  of  persons,  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on 
the  names  in  the  order  of  their  nomination  ;  but 
when  a  blank  is  to  be  filled  by  any  sum  of  money 
or  time  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  put  on 
the  smallest  sum  and  the  most  remote  time.
